There is now maturing in south- - 
ern Arizona the seed 
oi 
a glass 
that 
should 
bo 
destroyed 
as 
promptly 
and

thoroughly 
as 
possible. 
It 
is 
known 
in

region most 
commonly 
as 
"fox 
tail." 
There aro 
about 
a 
dozen 
rn'occno in lli

as foxtails, but tho one 
called by 
this name in 
Arizona 
is 
not 
so 
called in many other parts 
of tho 
world to whien it has spread Irom 
Europe, tho place of its origin. 
It 
belongs to the same genus as 
our 
cultivated barley, and is simply 
a 
wild barley. 
It is by lar 'tho 
most noxious 
weed of tho Salt Biver valley, the 
writer receiving more inquires con 
cerinng 
it than 
concerning 
all 
other weeds combined. 
It i3 now 
the most widely spread 
and most 
common winter and spring 
weed 
of at least tho Salt 
fiiver 
valley. 
It 
is 
cveiywhcrc, 
along 
roads, 
fences, and ditches, and in fields. 
Wild barley starts 
to 
grow 
in 
tho fall or early winter, 
at 
about 
the same time that barley is 
com 
monly sown, and matures 
in 
tho 
spring or early summer, 
as 
docs 
cultivated barley. 
Liko the latter, 
it grows readily with 
alfalfa 
dur 
ing winter, making 
tho 
most 
of 
its growth while the weather is too 
cool lor alfalfa to grow 
rapadily. 
When young is is eaten quite freely 
by cattle, but as it approaches 
ma- 
turity, it is avoided by them, and 
thus gets an opportunity 
to 
pro- 
duce 
seed. 
Kven 
when 
grazed 
quito closoly, it manages 
to 
pro- 
duce short-ste- 
mod heads that the 
cattlo avoid. 
Q'ho reason it is 
al 
lowed to mature seed 
in pastures 
is that tho grain is very small and 
tho beards very rigid and very irri 
tating to the mouth of stock. If all 
wild barley seed 
that is maturing 
this month wore destroyed, 
thijre 
wmld he much lcs of it next sea- 
son. 
It would be. impracticable to 
destroy 
it all, 
but much 
of that 
growing along roads, 
fences 
and 
ditches can 
be 
cut 
and 
burned. 
This is what every farmer 
in Ari 
zona should do. 
It will he useless 
to attempt 
to 
eradicate 
it 
Irom 


field1-- , if that

Plants are moie easily destroyed 
when small than at any time 
late

Ilusslnit Convicts Massacred by Guaids 
In 
the l'rls u Vurd. 
A St. Petersburg dispatch dated 
May 
10, says: 
Saghalein 
prison 
was the scene yesterday of a bloody 
fight between the guards 
and con- 
victs. 
The newspapers 
at 
Vide- - 
mast this morning published a full 
account 
of the 
massacre 
which 
places the prison ofiicials in a bad 
light. 
Some days ago tiie govern- 
or allotted each prisoner an almost 


inipos-ibl- e 
task. 
The 
prisoneis 
complained 
and 
tho 
grumblings 
grew louder each day. 
Yesterday 
the governor 
issued an order 
for 
the wholesale Hogging of each pris- 
oner within the walls, irrespective 
of sex. 
The flogging was. adminis 
tered in a most cm' 
manner 
and 
the blood w?.(j drawn from the hare 
hacks 
of 
the 
convicts 
as 
they 
licinbled lit the whipping post. 
During the morning one 
prison- 
er, a young 
fellow about 
twenty-fiv- e 
years of age was led up 
to the 
post. 
Just before the lash was ap- 
plied he appealed to the governor 
who was a spectator, 
for mercy. 
The governor ordeied the guard to 
stand back 
and. seizing a rifi.o sJiot 
the helpless piisoner 
d,eatjt 
in his 
tracks. 
rrbf4 was a brief lull. 
The 
hor-Jbl- o 
deed was 
appalling. 
Then 
with a yell the prisoners 
rushed 
upon the guards. 
Tumult 
follow 
ed. 
The guards 
hold 
theiv- - posi- 
tions and as the prisoners 
rushed 
across the enclosure, 
shot them 
dowvv like dogs. 
Whon tho smoke 
had cleared 
away 
the bodies 
of

rate is 81.45 to Globe, another 
dis- 
crimination against thofarmers of 
this valley. 
Tho peoplo horo 
have como to 
tho conclusion that something must 
bo done for 
This 
valley has become 
too impoitant 
to bo treated in this way and the 
people propose to stand together 
for their rights.

law has been lcpealed by Congress,

citizen 
of tho 
United 
Suites over 
twenty-on- 
e 
years 
of 
age, without regard to sex, is 
en- 
titled under the laws to 
820 acies 
of public land. 
This ho may 
file 
on as 1G0 acres homestead and 1G0 
acres desert, or flio whole 320acies 
as desert, but he cannot 
tako 
up 
tho whole 320 acies as homestead. 
Any mariicd woman, living 
with 
her husband 
or 
otherwise, 
may 
tako up 820 acres as desert 
entry 
in her oavu name, 
independent 
of 
hor husband. 
Any 
married 
wo-ma- 
sopaiated fiom 
hor husband 
and not divorced, 
but dependent 
for her living upon her 
own 
ex- 
ertions, can file on 
a 
homestead, 
but 
not 
otherwise. 
Unmarried 
fomales of legal ago have, of courso, 
tho same rights as males. 
Under tho homestead law, 
after 
tho filing has been made, 
a period 
of six months is allowed in which 
to build 
a 
house, 
move thereon 
and establish 
a residence. 
After 
a continuous residence of fourteen 
months, if the entryman 
chooses, 
ho may commute his 
entry 
to 
a 
cash entry 
bj 
paying 
81.25 
an 
acre and making 
his 
final 
proof. 
Otherwise ho can live on his 
laud 
and cultivate it for a period of fivo 
yeais, mako tho final proof and get 
his patent by paying the usual fees 
to tho district 
land 
office. 
Proof 
is mado with 
affidavit 
with 
two 
witnesses. 
A desort entry requires 
a 
pay- 
ment of 25 cents an acre when 
the 
filing is mado. This entry can only 
bo mado on land 
which 
will not 
grow a 
crop 
without 
irrigation. 
Continuous 
residonco 
upon 
tho 
land is not required, but 
the 
law 
docs require tho expenditure of 81 
an aero for each 
and 
every 
aero 
filed upon for 
three 
years. 
This 
expenditure 
can be covered by im- 
provements of am' and 
all 
kinds 
mado upon this land, 
whether 
in 
ditching, planting 
trees, building 
or some other way. At tho expira- 
tion of each year after 
filing 
tho 
amount of expenditures 
and 
im- 
provements havo to bo returned to 
tho district lund office 
under 
oath 
corroborated 
by 
two 
witnesses. 
Tho law requires 
that 
ono must 
own 
sufficient 
water 
to 
irrigate 
tho wholo tract by tho end of four 
years, when final 
proof shall 
bo 
mado, and one must cultivate 
dur- 
ing thoso 
four 
years 
fully 
one-eight- 
of the number of acres filed 
upon. 
At the ond of four years, if 
tho law has been 
complied 
with, 
ono must pay SI an acre additional 
and will thon recoivo a patent 
for 
tho land. 
As to tho uso of land scrip, 
any 
citizen who wants a piece of" land 
not already acquired, can 
tako 
it 
up, tho number of acres uuliniitod, 
by placing with the 
district

office scrip sufficient to cover

has 
taken 
their 
warnings 
very 
seriously. 
There nave been 
some 
irritating 
incidents. 
There 
was 
tho blunder of tho German admiral 
at Manila; there have 
been 
ingly 
off'ensivo 
decrees 
soem 
against 
American food products there havo 
been various 
rivalries 
that 
were 
occasionally milling; but thattheso 
have caused an 
anti-Gorma- n 
fool- 
ing there 
is 
no 
evidence. 
The 
stories of Germany 
designs 
upon 
America 
havo 
como 
altoget 
liom J'jnglisn 
sources, 
and 
it 
is 
probably through the same channels 
that tho Germans 
havo 
heard 
of 
antipathy to them. 
It need not bo disguised that tho 
aggressive military spirit which is 
characteristic 
of 
Germany 
is 
as 
foreign to American 
ideas as tho 
theory of government 
represented 
by tho 
German 
Emperor. 
Such 
dcnionstiations 
as 
that 
mado 
in 
China rub American sentiment the 
wrong way. 
But wo are not 
con 
coined in these 
except 
to insist 
that the government of tho United 
States shall not bo 
implicated 
in 
them. 
If this 
aggressive 
spirit 
should at any timo 
be manifested 
on tins side oi tno globe, uioro is 
no doubt that American suspicion 
would

Wo shall not

of that, howovor, if our 
own 
gov- 
ernment will learn to mind its own 
business. 
Certain English
